We are surprised every week by gentlemen 
who call epon as, asserting that it is a matter of 
ne great importanes to them whether they sell 
their trees at a high price or not. If they do 
not bring them a great prufit, they are fully deter- 
mined to bury their crop snugly Gir the winter, 
and plant out in the spring for the purpose of 
taising Bk. ‘The ides of sacrificing them, or 
even selling them at a low price, is mot @ven en- 
tertained by them. This disposition is more ge- 
nerally prevalent than our readers imagine ; cer- 
tainly it is more so than we were aware of, until 
very recently. The best results to our commen 
country must grow cat 6f such « determination.
